School Budget Hearing 
Scheduled For Monday 


Public hearings on local school 
district budgets will be held next 
Monday night. 

Time for the hearings has been 
set for 7:30 p.m. at Las Lomitas and 
at 8 p.m. at Ravenswood, Menlo 
Park Central School, and Sequoia. 


All school budgets for the com- 
ing fiscal year are larger than this 
year’s budget. 

“Two major factors should work 
to produce good-sized school tax 
rate reductions for the school dist- 
ricts in San Mateo county this com- 
ing school year,” California Tax- 
payers’ association said today. 

First, assessed values of taxable 
property for 1947-48 show relatively 
large increases generally through- 
out California. 

Second, school districts will re- 
ceive huge increases in state sup- 
port for 1947-48. 

Some of the increased state sup- 
port, in some places, will be need- 
ed for teacher salary increases, state 
law requiring that salaries be not 
less than $2,400 per year, the as- 
sociation pointed out.

The city would be able to absorb 
the lighting tax, Mayor Charles 
Burgess declared, because of in- 
creased revenues, which will be “well 
in excess of the cost of the lighting 
district.” 

The city assessment role will be 
about $300,000 higher this fiscal 
year, he estimated, because of in- 
creased building and new annexa- 
tions. Also, the city will receive 
$18,000 in state gas tax funds and 
motor vehicle license fees during 
the next fiscal year, as a result of 
recent passage of the state highway 
—Menlo Camera Shop Photo bill. This represents a 250% in- 
crease in gas tax funds and a 65% 
increase in motor vehicle license 
funds.

City Engineer Edwin H. Smith 
voiced the opinion that the city 
should save its new revenues for 
special projects, such as the acqui- 
sion of Dibble property, erection of 
a city hall, and construction of a 
bridge at Alma street and the San 
Francisquito Creek. 

Mayor Burgess, however express- 
ed the belief that it would be bet- 
ter for the city to assume the re- 
sponsibility of providing street 
lights, a responsibility already as- 
sumed by most cities. He said 
Menlo Park should depend upon 
special financing and special bond 
elections, if necessary, for extra- 
ordinary projects. 

He added that property taxes 
would take care of the street lights 
and the state funds could be used 
for construction projects. 

At least 50 signatures will be nec- 
essary on the petition. 

Councilmen Carl Noller was com- 
mended by ‘other councilmen for 
his research on the lighting district 
problem. 

The council also passed a resolu- 
tion requiring subdividers to in- 
stall electroliers, with the number 
determined by the city engineer. ,

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Foundation For Mental Health 


The War increased by thousands the number of mentai 
cases in this country. At the same time one of the conditions 
of this war brought forth investigations and planned reform- 
ations that should increasingly benefit all our mentally ill. 


Many of the conscientious objectors who volunteered for 
duty in state mental hospitals (under the provisions of the al- 
ternative service program of Civilian Public Service) were so 
deeply concerned over the long standing deficiencies of mental 
institutions that they made a practical effort to improve the 
level of ward care by publishing material designed to aid in 
training attendants for this work. 


“The Psychiatric Aid”, formerly named ‘’The Attendant’’, 
was started for mental institution attendants and has been 
recognized as being very helpful in local training programs 
in private, state, federal and army psychiatric centers. A 
helpful handbook has also been circulated, approximately 
10,000 copies. 


Selective Service assigned a number of persons to special 
project work that would include a survey of conditions on a 
wide-spread basis. Previously administering services had 
come largely from church agencies. The problem gained the 
attention of nationally prominent persons with real concern 
that an adequate program of attendant training and public 
education should be furthered. 


The National Mental Health Foundation, a non-profit ed- 
ucational agency, received its charter about May Ist, 1946. 
Its emphasis is upon the responsibility of citizens to see that 
conditions in hospitals are improved. For this purpose the 
Foundation, whose address is 1520 Race Street, Philadelphia, 
distributes various types of literature, produces radio programs, 
maintains a speakers’ bureau, publishes handbooks, prepares 
digests of state mental health laws, and promotes community 
participation to meet the problems of mental illness. In this 
our help is needed. 


AT OUR DOOR 

From the English author VioletFirth we quote: ‘’A sincere 
desire to aid one’s fellow men will insure the opportunity to 
do so.” 


This is not hard to believe since ‘one’s fellow men” are 
everywhere and most of them in need of either physical, ment- 
al or spiritual assistance.

Opportunity to aid these irresponsible members of our soc- 
iety is at the very door of Menlo Park, for there are hundreds 
of them at the Veterans’ Hospital. Some are being cured 
and released, but more and more are coming in—and so 
pathetically young. 


We call your attention to a letter from one of the “pa- 
tients’ at the hospital, published under LETTERS on the Ed- 
itorial page. 


Do not think you have too little to contribute to this cause 
and so postpone offering your services. You may be one who 
is especially adapted for helping in this work. You may be 
the one whose sympathetic understanding will support and 
strengthen a fellow mortal who greatly needs your aid.

Property taxes an- 
nually exceed 2 per cent of the val- 
ue of the property used in the bus- 
iness, state taxes are substantial, 
and the Federal income tax absorbs 
38 per cent of the net profit of a 
corporation. Because interest on 
the bonds of a public body is exempt 
from Federal income taxes, interest 
costs on the capital of a publicly 
owned utility are something around 
2 per cent. A corporation, such as 
California Water Service for in- 
stance, would have to pay 2.85 per 
cent for its bond capital, 4 per cent 
for its preferred stock capital, and 
6 per cent for its common stock 
capital. In an industry where the 
premium on initiative and efficiency 
is comparatively moderate, as in 
serving a community with water, 
the advantages of municipal owner- 
ship are too great to be offset by 
a@ mere superiority’ in management. 

Presuming the property could be 
purchased, with working cupital, 
for its book figure around $1,800,- 
000, the annual cost of 2 per cent 
interest and a retirement of the 
debt over a thirty-year period, 
would be about $72,000. Net earn- 
ings of the system after taxes and 


our incorporated limits, because of 
the greater density of population, is 
less than in the more sparcely pop- 
ulated unincorporated areas. This, 
differential should be recognized 
with lower rates inside the city lim- 
its of Menlo Park. Just as gas, 
electric and garbage rates are lower 
inside than outside of our corpor- 
ate limits, so too should be water 
rates. Under municipal control the 
proper differential could be estab- 
lished. 

It might be argued that it is un- 
fair to use tax advantage as a rea- 
son for transferring from private 
to public ownership a water system. 
However, the water systems serving 
the vast majority of the people of 
the United States are publicly own- 
ed and pay no Federal taxes. In 
our own state the same thing is 
true, and these systems avoid pay- 
ment of state taxes. In San Ma- 
teo County, the water systems serv- 
ing Redwood City, Burlingame, 
Hillsborough, San Bruno, Belmont 
and others, avoid the county prop- 
erty tax. Therefore, we are in ef- 
fect being discriminated against 
when we pay all these taxes in our 
water bills.

The railroads have received 44 “‘rules’”’ 
demands from the leaders of the oper- 
ating unions . . . representing engi- 
neers, firemen, conductors, trainmen 
and switchmen. They say they are 
seeking only changes in working con- 
ditions—NoT a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay more 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and un- 
necessary men fo do the same work; 
the rest would bring about changes 
in operating practices at increased 
cost. 


For Instance: 


The Union leaders demand additional 
train and engine crews on Diesel-pow- 
ered trains—one full crew for every 
power unit in the locomotive. A freight 
train hauled by a 4-unit Diesel would 
have to carry 4 engineers, 4 firemen, 
4 conductors, and at least 8 brakemen, 
or a total of 20 men instead of 5. 


*‘Made Work’’—Sheer Waste 


The Union leaders demand that full- 
length freight trains be cut to about 
half their length, even though such 
trains are most efficient for low-cost 
service to you. This rule would call for 
twice as many locomotives, would 
double the number of trains, and make 
accidents more likely. 

Additional equipment, yards, and 
other facilities required to take care of 
these short trains would cost hundreds 
of millions. What the Union leaders 
really want is to make more jobs. 

The Union leaders demand that when 
a crew in one class of service perform 
incidental service of another class, they 
will be paid not less than a day’s pay 
for each class, even though all service

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Workers Should Apply At 65 
For Social Security Payments’ 


The following information is sent 
the Recorder from the Social Se- 
curity Office of San Mateo County: 

A total of $14,000,000 a year is lost 
to persons throughout the country 
who fail to file an application on 


time for social security retirement! 


payments. It is estimated that a- 


bout $15,000.00 is lost each year to, 


residents of San Mateo County for 
the same reason. Many claims filed 
with the San Mateo Social Security 


office are filed late and the retired | 


worker has been out from one 
month’s benefit to a whole year or 
more of payments. 


In order to receive all payments! 


due, every person who has worked 
in jobs covered by social security 
should apply when age 65 is reach- 
ed. By doing so, payment will be 
made to each insured worker (and 
to his wife at 65, and any child un- 
der 18) for any month thereafter 
in which he earns less than $15.00 
in covered work. If not working 
at all or if working in jobs that are 
not covered, the payments will be 
made each month. 

“We are deeply concerned with 
having applications for retirement 
payments filed on time,” said Ed- 
ward J. Foley, manager of the San 
Mateo office of the Social Security 
Administration. “Because we con- 
stantly find cases where benefits 
are lost, we recommend that every 
worker file application at age 65. 
Since benefits can’t be paid until 
applied for, actual loss of payment 
can thus be avoided. 


“lf the applicant continues te 
work in covered jobs, he can apply 
later on for any possible increase in 
the rate. The first application pro- 
tects him so that benefits will be 
paid for months not worked because
